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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: It is maintained that the rejections are proper. 
Regarding the 1 12 1st rejection, the original disclosure fails to provide antecedent basis for the noted limitations. The disclosure further 
fails to identify any input as "information about the brake.system". The section noted by applicant broadly recites "information reflecting air 
pressure", but does not indicate what air pressure. It is further maintained that, in light of the original disclosure, it is not clear what is 
encompassed by the new language "information about the brake system". Regarding the rejection in view of Bruehmann, it is noted that 
the base reference discloses the control of an intermediate supply device to control a compressor. It necessarily follows that controlling 
the drive of the compressor of the base reference based on pressure or temperature as taught by Bruehmann requires controlling the 
intermediate power system. While Applicant contends that Bruehmann teaches away for the modification, the basis of this argument is 
not clear. It is noted that the base reference discloses a system which regulates an intermediate device to ensure adequate compressor 
function. The further control or cycling of the compressor such as taught by Bruehmann to maintain proper air pressure and temperature 
appear to be perfectly applicable to the brake system. Decoupling the compressor as taught by Bruehmann can be carried out by the 
intermediate device. It is further maintained that there is a reasonable expectation of success to the modification.
